Btit the 
remedy Is there, the antidote lias been 
provided, ami. ir nce.-pt.sl, however 
sorrowrul tbelr lot here may have 
lieen, an eternity of happiness awaits 
them in the skies.

BASED ON NOTHING LESS THAN 
THE DIRECT COMMANDS! HXT OF 
GOD HIMSELF, "Honor thy father 
anil ihy mother, that thy tl.iys may 
be long In the land which the I-ord 
(by God glvelh thee." (Exodus xs. 12.> 
What Is Involved In the honor here 
commanded ? Let me eriulrc : 

L IT MUST SIGNIFY RESPECT 
FOR THEIR AUTHORITY AND 
OBEDIENCE TO T11E1H COS! 
SIANDS. A man who breaks his 
lawn eaunot he said to honor a king, 
or tn respect his anthorlty if lie treats 
him with disrespect and Indifference. 
Neither can children, young or old. 
who pursue n similar course of con- 
duct towards them, be paid to honor 
their parents. 

The honor which God commands 
children lo show to Ibelr parents must 
menu, therefore, neither more nor less 
than (he rendering of a bnppy obed- 
ience to their wishes. 

CHESBPVL OBTOtBHCB. 

But someone asks me. How fnr does 
this obedience to parents extend ? To 
which 1 replv that I am asked a 
question which is difficult to answer. 
But I nm safe. I think, in saying 
three things - 

It must extend to matters thai ap- 
pear to either son or anugutrr to bo 
right and honorable— In which case 
there Is no alternative but n cheerful 
obedience. The doing what ynnr par- 
ents may ask from yon may be In- 
convenient, or evee hurtful, to your 
temporal Interests ; they may Involve 
you In bard and anxious labor ; hnt 
la such circumstances yon can reflect 
on all that those same parents endnre 
for yon when you were thrown liel|>- 
Iess on the world, and for ninny years 
afterwards. 

I think this obedience to parents 



should extend to lhe doing or suffer- 
ing sueli things as they wish, provid- 
ing tlint they do i;ol appear to lie 
actually wrong. 

I do not think that this obedience to 
parents should extend to matters 
which the Holy Spirit plainly reveals 
to you to be contrary !o rl-h'eoiisncss 
—which menus, courrary- to the will 
of God. Obedience to parents can 
only signify obedience In the I-srd. 

God could not expeet that you 
should do things, nt the -r!sh of your 
pnrents. that are contrary to His will. 
Of course this Is a matter that has to 
be sacredly settled at the bar or your 
own conscience as In the presence of 
God Himself, When thnt settlement 
implies disobedience to parents, you 
must remember that yonr deeislou will 
be tried over again at the bar of God. 

AH nSPOBTAKT QDBSTIOH. 

2. I SHAM, BE ASKED AGAIN. 
HOW LONG IS THIS OBEDIENCE 
TO LAST ? In my early days, the 
year of emancipation from the obliga- 
tion ti> nln'y dear father and ssctber 
was. by a snrt of common consent, 
ilxeil at twenty-one. I think the wo- 
men were supposed lo pel their free- 
dom a little earlier. The common Jaws 
of Gre-it Britain, I know, accept 
tweuty-oue for tb< men, who were 



then siinnosed to ho st perfect liberty 
to conduct themselves as thoy listed, 
regardless, nfter that lluie, of parent- 
al opinion or desire. 

In modern days, the age of emancip- 
ation from and responsibility to con- 
suit the wills and wishes of parents Is 
brought down to a niiicli earlier period. 
indeed. Judging Troin what I sec of 
the liehavlor of children to their fa- 
(hers. ,iud especially to their mothers 
-lo whom they must certninly be the 
most Indebted— I am puzzled, not to 
know when Ihe age or obedience nnd 
respect to parents leaves off. but 
when It beglus ! The hublt of houor- 
Ing father aud mother seems to be 
rapidly disappearing from Ihe earth. 

Bur, for my part, 1 cniiuot see nny 
Bible authority for fixing Ihe period 
of exemption from parcnlnl control 
at twenty-one or any other period. 
I should say thnl il lnsts down to the 
hour -when rnthcr nnd mother ex- 
change earth for heaven.

It wa= holiness of heart that made Jos. 
cpli shrink from tcmpintinii, and rvs- 
iwn.l l» Ihe temptress; "How then can I 
do this EToat wickedness, and pin n- 
piins! God?" Holiness is ever posi- 
tively averse to sin: l,tu il is more than 
Ihe soul's reeoil from the abominable 
lllilm'. 

A Poetic Orientalist 

said: "When the rains have come in the 
night, nnd the ground and Ihe cattte 
and the trees arc washed clean, and tb<? 
snn risin;: in the mominK raven Is a 
drop of water on every Waiic of grass: 
and the air breathes rresb: that is hnli- 
ues." Yes, it is lifcc that. Certairly 
hclinoa.- nieans 'timjes of rrrrpsbiug 
from the presence of the Lord." The 
Psalmiht was singini: of hnlitifpa when 
he said: "He shall come down like rain 
iilion the mown grass: as showers that 
water the earth." This is a true poetic 
description of tie hsppy effects of dull- 
ness upon the soul. Bnt holiness is more 
loan its delightful liu*siagK. 

Km Bnsush BtFraolegtet 

says that the wenl holiness comes from 
the same root as the words whole, heal, 
henlth.AVc, nnd means moral soundness. 
Correct ngain.and qaite important. It 
is also qnitc noteworthy ihnt the Ger- 
man word for hoiyiheiligl nlso means 
healthy. A holy person is morallv 
healthy. 

The preacher makes a perfectly legiti- 
mate nse or our Lord's oucEtiou to the 
impotent man, "Wilt than be Binde 
whole?" when he uses it as n ,lcxt on 
holiness, tnrcinj! it splri'nally into the 
finestion. "Wilt Ilion be made holy? 
Bible holiness Js freedom from moral 
maladies and fulness of moral life. Yet 
Ihis does not ndeitiuitcly describe holi- 
ness. 

The Philosopher 
says Ihe holiness in the creature is the 
moral rectitude of the will and charac- 



ter in conformity to the divine will and 
character. Ych; a good explanation, in 
itgroemcnt with thnt of Andrew Murray: 
'To be holy is to tie god-like— to have a 
disposition, a will, n character like 
God " And Horatius Bonar: "HolincHH 
is likeness to God ; to Him Who is the 
Holy One of Isrnel : to nim Whom they 
land in heaven an 'Holy, holy, holy.* 
It is likeness to Christ, 'that holy Thine 
Which wns born of the Virgin, to Ifim 
Who was 'holy, ImrmlesH, undcfilcd. sep- 
arate from sinners.'" True, and every 
holy person is godlike in disposition a ad 
liahit. Still we have not yet the full 
explanation. 

Again.it is said hy 

The Theologian: 
"Holiness is (he divine nature." Very 
true. At least we may say ihot (he es- 
sence of the divine nature does consist 
principally in holinehs. God Is esRentihllv. 
nripinally, and cfTU-icntly holy. To be 
"partakers nf the divine nntiire'VS Pet- 
er 1:4) and "partnkcrs of his holiness" 
(ncb.iii:10). mean the same thinp. All 
the holiness in man nnd angels is but it 
■ rystal stream that flows rrtim the ulor- 
ions orenn fnllnesB of the divine nnturc. 

Holy ns Thou O Lord, is none: 
Thy holiness is all Thine own : 
A drop from that unbounded Hen 
Is ours— n drop derived from Thee. 

Still our ouestion in not fully answered. 
What is thlR dirlnc nnturc, this hnliaess 
of God of which we nrc to portnke? 
This leads to 

Another Answer, 
which to this writer is the moat compre- 
hensive, explanatory and satisfactory: 
Holiness is the sum tolnl of nil mow! 
goodness. Sometimes it in mentioned ue 
one or the attributes of God— one of the 
scries of characteristics that belong lo 
Him. But rather it is the attribute of 
all the divine attributes, Il in the sum 
total of all God's moral attributes. The 
source, the substance and the sum or all 
His truth, justice, mercy, pntieneo, 
kindness and every other moral finality 
of His heing, Is holiness. As light !h the 
source, and sabstance, and sum of all the 
varied ana beauteous hues of the rain- 
how; so Goa's holiness is the source, and 
snhatancc, and sum of nil His mom! 
hoanty. The beauties of the divin c char- 
acter are the bonutice cf Ufa Holiness 
This is the Infinite I'uluhritmln of God. 
Holiness is the supreme expression for 
that ineffable and inconceivable glory of 
the Divine Being which constitutes Him 
the infinite and glorons Lord: "glorious 
in holiness," 

F, B, Hsrer 
thus beautifully and correctly describes 
Holiness: "It is the totality of the Divine 
attributes; the snm of the Eternal niid 
Infinite Being of the Godhead ; the es- 
sence of the Deity; the chord made hy

If a mail be holy in all manner of 
living he Is 

A Perfect Christian. 
He miiy not be n perfect mini in ev.-ry 
respect; but he Is a perfect christian. 
He is complete In Christ. That Is h<j)j. 
ness for us; "the fulness of the blcssiim nf 
Christ." We are not to seek one virtue 
ns apart from the others. We arc nol in 
seek patience, then humility, then gcutlc- 
ucss, then love, &c.,&c. But we arc l<t 
wok the fulness of Christ, Who Is made 
of God unto us smictiflcatlon, that lie 
iniiy be all nnd in all. And when we s» 
find Him we find Hollness-tln. whole- 
ness or the Christinn life. 

One of our dear brethren and 
n good writer, lias been re- 
cently rcitcrnlt'illy saying : " His!i 
ness in not u lot of things, it is 
holiness." True, and yet let us lake hf.tl 
lest we be bound by narrow eoneeptions 
of Holiness. There arc many ihiii^s 
Ihnt do not belong to it. Nevertheless 
there is in it much more than our defini- 
tions of it declare.

He exnmlucd her and found 
no trncu of disease, nnd aald it was 
the only means by which she could 
be saved, ns Ehc wns sleeping begidf 
lier rather nnd taking food from his 
hands constantly. The fnthcr was 
very grateful when*we tnndc this of- 
fer ; but we could see bow It pained 
hlin to pnrt from the cblld. 

"All our famine children conic to ns 
In n very dirty, condition, but this 
child. Although having only one old 
piece of rug ns covering, wns elcnuer 
limn even Home of the Christian child- 
ren. The girls were nstonlslieil, mid 
questioned her ns to who bad enred 
Tor her. She snld, "My rather Is a 
leper, nud his hands are so Bore he 
can do no work ; bnt ho begs brond 
nnd gives It to me to ent, and be keeps 
my hair clean by

touching me.' 

"She Is very fond of her father, aiid 
when be enmc Inter on to sec her, tin' 
poor child stood on the scbool veran- 
dah, with tears Btrenmlng down her 
checks, nnd mnklng no sound. II wns 
JnBt time for the children's; evculii).* 
meal, so we Kent her lo the ennk- 
hotiHc to bring some freshly-baked 
brend for him, nnd that comforted 
her. She Is a sweet, gentle elilld, and 
usunlly very good In scbool. One dny 
a tenehcr complained of Iter belnj.' 
obstinate and nut gnyUng her lesson. 
She H-ns reminded that if she pnhl 
attention, by-and-bye she would be 
uhlc to enrn money, and then help her 
father. At once ner face brightened, 
nnd there was no more (rouble. 

"She has lenrned qnlte n lot In the 
few months she has been with us : 
she has n sweet voice, nnd sings some 
of the children's hymns very well, nnd 
seldom tnnkes a mistake In repenting 
the verses she has been taught by the 
big girl who takes care of her."

It was by n 
herculean effort tbat Miss Booth had got 
through Sunday's engagements, but she 
seemed to have gained much additional 
strength last night, nnd. the result was 
n mast inspiring meeting. Brigadier 
Pugmire conducted the opening exer- 
cises nnd Lieut.-Colonel Mrs, Bead, obicf 
secretary of the Army's Soeia! opera- 
tions iu Canada, offered the invocation. 
On the platform were the Bevo. E. Dc- 
firuchy, Duclos, Hutily, McCarter, nnd 
Prof. Yillard, aa well as a large number 
of officers nnd soldiers aad iho brass 
band of the local corps. Just previous 
to Miss Booth's address the Brigadier 
sang, 'Wonderful Wolds of tilfe,' and 
remarked that the Inst time he sang It 
in one of the Commissioner's meetings 
it wbb in the Central Prison, Toronto, 
when forty-one prisoners stood up for 
prayer. The Commissioner on rising to 
speak, was greeted with n volley of 
hand-clapping. She was not here, sho 
caid, to introduce the Salvation Ai'mv. 
During the thirty odd years of its exist- 
ence it hnd made impressions through 
its gallant officers aad soldiers that would 
never be obliterated and had done n 
work that needed no apology. She won 
kept so husy with tho work that she 
bad little timt- to Btop to talk about 
what was being done. 

Practical Bellglon. 

"Miss Booth divided her address into 
three parts : Whence come wc ? Where 
are we ? and Whither bound ? Under 
the first head she explained that the 
Army was made up of nil clnaseH of 
people. Some had beer, dragged ont of 
the lowest depths of misery and degrad- 
ation. Arter they were polished they 
were found to he diamonds. Others 
came from the low office, the college, tho 
mansion, the counting-house, the fnrm ; 
and, being composed of all classes, the 
Army was wonderfully adapted to reach 
all classes. In illustration of her state- 
ment the speaker related several very 
touching instances of homeH transform- 
ed, drunkards converted, and distress 
relieved. The explanation of the 
thought, Where are we ? Sliw Booth 
would Bay, Where are we needed ? The 
Army took its stand amid sorrow, evil, 
and want, with agencies, schemes nnd 
efforts to alleviate the world's wfco. 



Parading wns nut nil the Army did ; the 
Klrcvt meeting, which she loved, and 
ivhich hnd done incalculable . good, wan 
but one ot many agencies employed to 
meet the masses and the cIossch. She 
told of di'unkui-ds, gamblers, abandoned 
persons, nnd would-be suicides, who bad 
heen rescued through 0]>cn-air work. 
Prison, reformatory, and hospital visit- 
ation was another grand work carried 
on by the League of Mercy with the 
most gratifying results. The Army, she . 
remarked, had access tu almost every 
prison in the Dominion outside of Que- 
bec Province, nnd they hoped yet to get 
in here. They bad nearly converts 
enough in noiue prisons, saved since 
their incarceration, to form n corps. 
When prisoners came out they were met 
by the Army, nnd situntioiii fouud Tor 
them. The work of the Men's Skclterx, 
Rescue Homes, etc., was also dealt with 
in n most interesting mnnner. After 
telling marvelous tales of the reclama- 
tion of wayfaring hoyH end girls, the 
Commissioner concluded her address by 
saying that she thonght that of oil the 
attributes of Diety 'Mercy' wns the best. 
Whither Bound ? The bow of' every 
Army ship wns headed for the port of 
heaven t she hoped nil present would 
get on board. 

"Willie and Pearl, who were intro- 
duced as Bliss Booth's armor-bearers, 
received an ovation nnd delighted tbc 
audience with har drills, flog drills, and 
n duet. It was explained that Miss 
Booth's weak condition was accountable 
for the absence of her harp and the 
cancellation of the soldiers' and officers* 
council she had intended holding to- 
night The meeting closed with the 
benediction, and Miss Booth left by the 
lOstfO train for Toronto.

It is of the gronlcst importance that 
there should bo no estrangement be- 
tween Salvation soldiers. "Oh, there arc 
none, surely, among Salvationists !" you 
exelaim. 

Well, we wish there were none, but 
wc know that there ore some occasion- 
ally, Now, there can he no true revival 
while there is discord among brethren. 
Every effort mUBt be made to bring 
about a reconciliation between comrades. 
Let there be no discordant note in the 
harmony of the Snlvation family you be- 
long to, hut see to it that you do your 
part to keep the instrument in tunc. 

Misunderstandings lead often to back- 
sliding If allowed to continue. Mauy 
u bioken-ueartcd backslider can testify 
to that fact. The largest percentage of 
backsliders have to "put something 
Btraight with somebody" ere they find 
re-acceptance with God. To work, then, 
comrades, with axe and hatchet, to eut 
down the hedge of prejudices and hind- 
rance, until brother is reconciled to 
brother, and "peace on earth" Is no 
longer a blessed promise only.

CHAPTER XLVI. 
CONSTAHTIUS aH» JuTJAH. 

Constantino the Great left three sons, 
who divided the Empire between them. 
Two were Blain early in life, leaving 
Constnntius, the second and worsl of 
the brothers, us sole Emperor. He was 
an Arian and banished Athanasins agaia. 
who was sheltered by Pope Libcrliiis in 
Home, but had Anally to seek reruge In 
the Egyptian desert. 

Constantitts attempted to put down 
Liberius, who had grown in power, by 
placing Felix, an Arian, on the papal 
ehnir. The Romans, however, would 
not submit to that decree, nor in ,■> 
joint ruling of Felix and Liherius. Felix, 
was forced to fly, and Lilierino only re- 
mained in power. 

Meantime the King of Persia, Knpor, 
attacked Nisibla, the most easterly city 
of the Empire, where Bishop Jamrfl 
held out with the people for four months, 
until Sapor's army sickened, and. be- 
lieving the city tiudcr special divine pro- 
lection, gave np the siege. and marched 
itway. 

Constsnthis was u vain, timid, and 
jealous man. Ho delighted in iximp 
and feared his cousin Jullau. who had 
studied at Athens, and thought the old 
Greek philosophy grander than the 
Christianity shown by the Emperor and 
his effeminate court. 

Coustantius sent Julian to fight thu 
Gern-ifina at the border of Gaul, hut 
upon hearing of his success and favor 
with the soldiers, the Emperor rceallcd 
him. This reunited in the nrmy pro- 
claiming Julian Emperor.

but endcKTorc-il to iiiiiJie CiiriKiinmir 
dcspicable to the people. When he was 
told that the destruction of the temple 
nt Jerusalem proved our Lnrd 11 true 
prophet, he ordered Ihe same to lie re- 
built. When the foundations were dug 
there was an outburst of smoke and 
llamc which forced the workmen In 
desist, which was counted as n miracle 
of God. 

All attempts to prop up the old pagan- 
ism resulted in failure, nnd Julian grew 
bitter when he Haw the followers of 
his belief did not produce as honorable 
and nohlo lives as Christianity. 

Julinn went with .1 fine army agninel 
Knpor of Persia. The Persians wisely 
evaded open battles nnd retreated until 
the Romans, half starved, were obliaiii 
to turn hnek. Then Snpor nttneked ilie 
rear nnd cut uE ihe stragglers. Julian 
!;ravoly shared the privations of his sol- 
diers. At last n javelin pierced liim 
under his arm. It is said that he caught 
snmo of his blood in his other hand, nail 
easting it toward heaven, cried, "G.il- 
ilenn, Thou hast conquered." 

The soldiers chose a plain, honest 
Christian soldier, named Jovian, as llu ir 
lender. He did his beat hy making a 
treaty with Sapor, giving np all lands 
beyond the Tigris and surrendering the- 
bi ave city of Nisibis. Jovian died ere 
he reached Constantinople. The soldier.' 
chose Valcntininn, a brave, rough num., 
mid devout Catholic.

One cud is placed nt the 
neck, low down, and circular turns are 
made, covering it. and gradually cover- 
ing the neck tip 10 the jaw. 

Grenl care should be taken that the 
turns are not drnw too tight, so. as 10 
impede the circulation in the s»p«v!h:!. n .! 
veins of the neck. Its uses ure obvious,
